In ISfiO only 
ont TeHMl wu emplyed, and only 230 tons 
exported. 
At the average price of $12 per 


ton, the value of the export! from that 
single port, which are estimated at 1S,000 
tons for the present year, will amount to 
8180,000. Three-fourths of the wood ex- 
ported is consumed in the United States, 
and Amerscan almost monopolize the busi- 
ness. The Mexican government receives 
one dollar for every ton exported, and the 
same for every tree felled.
